THAT LOST LETTER. 


Another Suggestion from a Soldier 
Who Was at Bull Run. 

Marietta, Ga., May' 8.—(Special.)-- 
The recent publication in ‘The Con. 
Stitution of the thrilling letter to which no 
name wes signed and describing the first 
battle of Manassas, together with the in- 
terview with General Wade Hampton as 
to the genuineness of the letter and who 
the author was, has awakened considerable 
interest hereabouts among the old vet- 
eralis, several of whom fought in adjoin- 
ing forces to those to which the writer of 
the letter evidently belonged and were 
doubtless in very close proximity to him. 

Captain W. R. Montgomery, Cobb’s clerk 
of the superior court, was one of the 
bravest of the brave fighters for the lost 
Cause and still boasts among his many 
friends that he is an “‘unreconstructed 
rebel’ and a “secession democrat.” 

He was closely in touch with the events 
described in the letter. Hé, with a num- 
ver of others, had stolen away trom tame 
duty in another department of the con 
federate forces and had attached him- 
Self to the Palmetto Guards under Gen- 
eral Bonham, in Colonel Kershaw’s regi- 
ment, sO as to be at the front of the war 
and in the hottest of the contest. By rea.- 
son of these facts Captain Montgomery 
soon found himself on the battle field of 
the First Manassas, eager to enter the 
fight. This was the first general engage- 
ment he was in and the reading of that 
letter recalls the events to his mind al- 
most as clearly as if they had happened 
yesterday. He is satisfied the writer of 
the letter was a captain in one of the com. 
panies in Hampton's legion. A man named 
Logan, from Charleston, was at the be- 
Binning of thaf battle a first iieutenant 
of the Washington Light infantry in 
Hampton's legion, and Mr. Montgomery 
has little doubt but that he could locate 
the writer. Mr. Montgomery saw him on 
the battle field that day and he after. 
wards rose to the rank of general in the 
confederate army. 

At the request of The Constitution's 
correspondent Mr. Montgomery furnished 
a Statement of the leading events occur- 
ing to his mind from reading that letter 
and the circumstances tending to locate 
the auther er it. 

“Yes, I was a member of the Palmetto 
Guards, from Charleston, S. C., in Ker 
Sshaw’s regiment (Second South Carolina) 
in Bonham’s brigade in 1861. J. B. Glover, 
“"W. D. Anderson and myself, of Marietta, 
and P. L. Ardis, now of Atlanta, were all 
members of the Palmetto Guards. We 
were in the battle of First Manassas. We 
were the first troops that got to Richmond 
and the first that camped on Bull Run and 
Were in advance beyond Fairfax Court- 
house when the grand army, under Gen- 
eral McDowell, made their first advance, 
and my company, the Palmetto (guards, 
was on picket two miles beyond Fairfax 
Courthouse on July 17, 1861, when the 
federal army came on us. We fell back 
ten or twelve miles to Centerville, skirm- 
ishing all the way, and then that night 
back to Bull Run. The yankees made an 
attacK on us Thursday, July 18th, and we 
met and repulsed them. Friday and Satur- 
day we were in line near the center of our 
army. On Sunday morning, July 21, 1861, 
we heard firing on our left toward Stone 
bridge and-we soon learned that the battle 
had begun. Our regiment (Kershaw’s) 
and Cash’s (Seventh South Carolina) were 
ordered to the battle field some three miles 
distant from us, and we did not get there 
any too soon, for the yankees had cut to 
pieces the Seventh and Eighth Georgia 
regiments and Hampton’s legion and 
things looked squally. 

“Our men had fought nobly. Generals 
Barton and Bee had just been killed and 
the enemy seemed flushed with victory, 
but we went for them with that old ‘rebel 
yell’—and other troops joined in with us— 
and in a short time the rout began and we 
followed. The Palmetto Guards were 
thrown out to follow the retreat Sunday 
evening. We followed five or six miles to 
Cub Run, and there captured several can. 
nons, wagons, etc. The rout was ecom- 
plete. We followed them long in the night, 
but we were all tired and worn out and 
were then ordered back to Stone bridge. 

“Yes, the man who wrote that letter 
Was surely there, and I think must have 
been at the beginning of the engagement 
captain of the Washington Light infantry 
of Hampton’s legion. I am certain he 
Was captain of one of the companies of 
Hampton’s legion, as he states he was in 
command and all officers above him had 
been killed or disabled.’’ 
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TWO SUITS OVER TIMBER. 


A Preacher and a Doctor Are Con. 


tending for the Ownership. 


Dublin, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)—One 
morning a littie over a year ago Rev. 
Arthur Davis, a Primitive Baptist preacher 
living in Montgomery county, called at the 
residence of Dr. 8S. T. Bush, at Lothair, 
on some important business. On getting 
through tne doctor asked Mr. Davis if 
ne had any cypress timber he wanted to 
sell, and if he did, he (Dr. Bush) would 
Duy it and credit the preacher with $69, 
which was due the dociorfor medical ser- 
vices rendered in the Davis family. 

“Yes, doctor,” said the parson in a Jocu. 
lar manner, ‘“‘you can have anything I got, 
but the old lady and the children.” 

The trade was confirmed, the doctor pur- 
chasing ninety-two pieces. A force of 
nands was sent into the swamp to deaden 
and cut the timber. Not long after this 
Dr. Bush was served with a summons to 
appear at the justice court. He was sur. 
prised to learn that Preacher Davis had 
instituted Jegal proceedings, his wife 
claiming the timber. Dr. Bush won the 
case. 

Dr. Davis sent one of his sons and two 
other men into the swamp with instruc. 
tions to raft and float the cypress which 
he had sold to the physician. While they 
were all at work Mr. Williams, who is 
interested with Dr. Bush in the timber 
surprised the trio, but did not intimate that 
anything was emiss. He notified Dr. 
Bush and the latter proceeded to Boyle’s 
mills, on the Oconee river, where he in- 
tercepted the raft, which consisted of 
eighteen pieces of choicest cypress. The 
crew were astounded at the developments 


until the courts settle thé case, as the 
preacher has sued again. Dr. Bush wil} 
prosecute Parson Davis at the next term 
of Laurens superior court for stealing his 
timber. Davis was instafled as a preacher 
a few months ago in the Primitive Bap. 
tist faith. He is very fliterate, not know.

WRIGHT APOLOGIZES 


Says He Did Not Understand Jadge 
Branham’s Intentions. 


HE REGRETS HIS HASTY ACTION 


The Unfortunate Difficulty Growing Out of 
the Controversy Between ‘hem Settled 
Honorably to Both Alike. 


Rome, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)—The fol- 

lowing correspondence between Seaborn 
Wright and Judge Joel Branham explains 
itself: 
_“"Rome, May 7, 1895.--Judge Joei 
Branham, Dear Sir: Mr. W. W. brookes 
and Judge W. M. Henry have staied io 
me that Mr. T. C. Crenshaw, Jr., had in- 
formed them that you have, since the re- 
cent personal difficulty between. us, said 
that in approaching me at the time you 
had he intention of striking me and did 
so solely for the purpose of better hearing 
what I was then saying. 

“This being true, I desire to express to 
you my very great regret at what then 
happened and to apologize for any hasty 
action on my part. 

“In regard to the apparent issue of ve- 
rac.ity between us, which led to the un- 
fortunate difficulty, I can easily see how 
we both may have misunderstood the real 
meaning of the other. 

“If I had known then, as I am informed 
you now say, that you did not intend to 
charge me with seeking to be a witness in 
the case, I should not have contradicted 
you as I then did. I did ask you, on the 
morning of the difficulty, to allow me, if 
convenient, to be examined for Dr. Felton, 
at his request, but I was in no sense seek- 
ing to force my testimony into your pro- 
ceedings. 

“I ask that you accept this in the same 
spirit in which I offer it, and I trust we 
may both forget the unfortunate affair 
ane that our relations may be as they 
have been in the past.

Shipping Beef Cattle.

Twenty carloads of lime were shipped 
from Rome to Gadsden, Ala., yesterday to 
be used in the construction of the big 
buildings for the Dwight cotton mills in 
course of erection there, This is a big com- 
pliment to Rome, showing the superiority 
of our products over those of other points 
nearer at hand, 

Rome material will be used very largely 
in the construction of the “lassachusetts 
mills. being erected here, and the outlook is 
very flattering for our manufacturers and 
business men in consequence, 

To Complete a Church. 

The congregation of St. Peter's Episcopal 
church are making strenuous efforts to se- 
cure the completion of their church, The 
building was begun several years ago and 
was designed to be a very handsome edifice 
of brick and stone, occupying one of the 
most beautiful sites in the city.. 

The walls were built as high as the eaves 
when the funds gave out and the hard 
times came on and work was suspended, 

One gentleman has agreed to contribute 
$1,000 of the $5,000 necessary to complete the 
structure in case the remaining %,000 is 
raised. It is a thing that appeals to all 
church people and the congregation will use 
every endeavor to secure its completion be- 
fore the summer is over.

CURED OF RABIES. 


Morphine and Atropia Given in 


Hypodermic Injections. 

Lothair, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)—Eight- 
een years,ago Joe BroWn,.a negro, was 
riding on a mule in North Carolina, when 
he was attacked by a vicious dog and bit 
on the left foot between the big toe and 
instep. The dog proved to be rabid and 
was killed afterwards. The bite did not 
cause Brown any uneasiness, with the ex. 
ception of a slight soreness. The wound 
was cauterized and soon healed. Brown 
moved to Georgia and nothing more was 
thought of the incident until a short time 
ago, when Dr. 8S. T. Lush, of this place, 
was hastily summoned to the bedside of 
Brown, who lived near here. 

When the character of the disease had 
been decided upon the patient was securely 
tied to his bed. The paroxysms manifest- 
ed themselves about the noon hour. They 
were horrible and suggested hydrophobia 
in all its worst forms. While in a parox. 
ysm the man seemed to be possessed of 
Superhuman strength. Several times he 
would attempt to. seize the attendant’s 
hands in his mouth, but a huge stick was 
thrust at him, which he seized eagerly and 
Enawed. As the convulsions would pass 
off he would sink into a paralytic condi- 
tion. His appetite was good and he ate 
with a relish, but the sight of water 
would drive him into a paroxysm.

{in the arms and fluid extract of gelsemium 
was administered internally. Hydropho- 
bia was regarded by the physician as an 
affection of the nerves solely and he set 
about to place that portion of the system 
in a@ condition that would prevent the 
rabic poison from acting on it. By using 
the above medicines in the treatment he 
saved the negro’s life. 

Brown has been pronounced entirely out 
of danger and is now at work on a farm.

SPALDING’S SILVER LEAGUE. 


An Enthusiastic Meeting of Demo- 
crats Held at Griffin. 

Griffin, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)—The meet- 
ing of the free silver men last night was 
a representative one and gave the matter 
under consideration a thorough discussion. 
Several speeches were made and resolu- 
tions were adopted, but no platform. The 
league will meet again at an early day, 
when organization will be perfected and a 
platform adopted upon which none but 
democrats favoring the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver can stand. 

The preliminary work on the new: addi- 
tion to the Griffin mills began today. The 
first thing to be done 1s to move fifteen 
tenement houses to make room for the 
new building. As soon as this is done 
dirt will be broken for the foundations. 
The addition will be only one. story in 
height, but will cover a Space of 368 feet 
Jong by 100 feet wide, and will be devoted 
entirely to spinning. It will contain about 
ten thousand spindles, most of which will 
be entirely new. 

The old building, which is a large two- 
story affair, will contain nothing but 
looms, of which there will. be eomethiny 
Over three hundred, A 4arge portion of 
this machinery will also be perfectly new 
and of the latest pattern, All the shafting 
will be placed beneath the floor in the 
addition, so that nothing will be seen but 
the machines that do the work. Presi- 
dent Kincaid will push the work on the 
mill as rapidly as possible, and by the 
first of September, at farthest, he pro- 
poses to have the whole plant turning 
out goods equal to anything of the same 
Class made in this country, The mill is 
how capitalized at $st,0uw, but when com- 
pleted will have a capital stock of about 
$225,000. The greater portion of this 
amount the mill has made, an@ the bal- 
ance will be raised among the present 
stockholders.

We desire to call renewed attention 
to the fact that a gentleman of the 
name of Boggs is making a tour of the 
principal southern cities, making speech- 
es in behalf of the single gold standard, 
and urging the business men of these 
cities—who are as much the victims of 
low prices and hard times as any class— 
to seud delegates to the Memphis con- 
vention. 

As our readers Know, this convention 
has been arranged from the outside. Its 
originators and promoters are the mem- 
bers of the William Street Reform Club, 
an organization that is making an ac- 
tive eampaign in behalf of Shylockism. 
It was the advertised intention of the 
Shylock propaganda to “secure” some 
“eminent southern statesmen” to “drum 
up delegates” to the convention. ‘This 
part of fie programme seems to have 
been a complete failure, for not even a 
practical joker would refer to Josiah 
Patterson, of Tennessee, as a statesman. 

Consequently, the arduous labors of 
drumming up southern delegates to the 
Memphis goldbug convention has de- 
volved on a gentleman of the name of 
Boggs. To carry out the contract he 
has undertaken Boggs is traveling about 
through the south doing missionary 
work in the principal cities. He has 
been to Macon, and his itinerary covers 
Savannah, Augusta, Charleston and At- 
lanta. 

One peculiarity about Boggs is that if 
he cannot induce the boards of trade or 
chambers of commerce of these cities 
to invite him to deliver his address he 
straightway invites himself. He invited 
himself to speak before the* Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, but that body 
turned his letter over to those who, be- 
lieve that low prices and hard times are 
@ great boon. 

The ardor of Boggs in this matter 
lends an interest to his personality that 
it would not otherwise possess. The 
reader is stfre to ask, “Who is Boggs, 
ind why should he be careering through 
the south drumming up delegates to a 
convention called by the agents of east- 
ern Shylocks? What particular interest 
has Boggs in this matter?’ 

The mystery is solved when we know 
that Boggs is the agent for Tennessee 
- and Arkansas of the Union Trust Com- 
pany, of Chicago. Now, the Union Trust 
Company, of Chicago, is a concern that 
loans money at high rates of interest, 
including commissions, and, no doubt, 
by means of the industry of Boggs, has 
plastered Arkansas and Tennessee with 
mortgages. Now, it is undoubtedly to 
the interest of the Union Trust Com- 
pany, of Chicago, to maintain the single 
gold standard intact, for it enables the 
company to receive in return for one 
dollar loaned out two and three dollars’ 
worth of property values.

Courts are multiplying and injunctions 
and contempt cases are crowding the 
dockets. What is the ordinary railroad 
manager, manufacturer or business man 
to do? He never knows bow soon some 
judge will be pulled out of bed at mid- 
night to enjoin him from doing some- 
thing, while at the same hour another 
judge may issue a directly contrary or- 
der. . 

At this rate business affairs will get 
as badly tangled as the laws. 


How it, Works. 

We call attention to a communication, 
published elsewhere on this page, which 
presents a pointed object lesson of the 
work of the single gold standard, ein- 
phasizing its peculiar injustice to the 
debtor and its discrimination against 
the producer. 

Much talk is going on among some of 
the gold standard organs, which are tied 
with an adjustable string to Wall street, 
about the farmers and the laboring men 
being most interested in “an hopest dol- 
lar.” And the financial Pharisees are 
spreading broadeast the doctrine that 
no dollar but the gold dollar is an honest 
dollar and that it thus bekooves the far- 
mers and the laboring men to support 
the policy of currency contraction in- 
volved in the maintenance of the single 
gold standard. 

Our correspondent, who writes from 
one of the richest of the agricultural 
counties of Georgia, pricks this bubble 
by the presentation of an actual experi- 
ence which no doubt finds numerous 
counterparts in every county in Georgia. 

Let the goldbug organs say what they 
will, they cannot wipe out by explana- 
tion the monstrous iniquity which forces 
the farmers, the laboring men and all 
others whp conwacted debts on one ba- 
sis to pay them on another. Every far- 
mer in Georgia who has cotton or corn 
or Other products which would have 
paid $1 of his debts two years ago must 
now produce just twice as much to meet 
the same obligation, and the injustice 
of such an iniquitous system is clearly 
shown in the case of the farmer who 
presents his experience in the communi- 
cation published elsewhere. 

The farmers, the laboring men and 
the producers are in favor of an “hon- 
est dollar,’ but they are not in favor 
of the dollar whose value, by discrim- 
inating legislation,. is made worth $2 
while the value of the product of their 
labor is decreased in proportion. They 
want the dollar of the federa)] constitu- 
tion—the “dollar of our daddies’’—the 
gold dollar and the silver dollar, coined 
“without discrimination,” as pledged by 
the national democratic platform. 
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Facts About Capital Punishment. 

The kind-hearted people who advo- 
cate abolishing the death penalty should 
keep their eyes on Michigan 

In that staie capital punishment was 
abolished a generation ago and the re- 
sult has been an increase in the number 
of murders. In the ten years ending 
with 1890 homicides increased in Mich- 
igan more rapidly than in any other 
State. In 1891 and 1892 the total 
reached 162, a large number for a state 
With 2,000,000 population. Of the 162 
criminals thirty-nine were never tried 
at all, and only 3 per cent of those who 
were tried received life sentences. 

Canada, with 5,000,000 population and 
the death penalty strictly enforced, 
makes a far better showing. In that 
country during the past ten years there 
were only 223 murders, against 484 in 
Michigan. 

Naturally, there is something revolt- 
ing in the idea of hanging a man, but 
what can society do to protect itself 
when a murderer goes to work? It is 
not safe to rély upon life imprisonment, 
for the prisoner may escape or be par- 
doned, and again resume his career of 
crime. A life for a life seems to be the 
only safe rule in murder cases. Hang- 
ing will terrorize some criminals and 
it certainly prevents murderers from 
adding to their list of victims. 

There should be no misguided senti- 
ment in favor of the monsters who de- 
(liberately commit murder and arson 
and felonious assaults upon women. 
They are better out of the world than 
in it, and society is never safe while 
they live. The experience of Michigan 
is a very good argument in favor of re- 
taining the galluws, and it is to be hoped 
that no other state will make the mis- 
take of abolishing it. 

A Matter of Humanity. . 

Our dispatches yesterday stated that 
Lewis Redwine, who is now confined in 
the Columbus, O., prison, is seriously 
ill and has been sent to the hospital. 
The prison physician regards the case 
as serious, and. the warden fears the 
worst, as he has seen many prisoners 
from the south die under similar cir- 
cumstances, not being able to stand the 
rigorous northern winters. 

Now, Lewis Redwine, as many of our 
readers know, was a young man of fine 
health and good constitution before he 
was sent to Ohio. But his lungs have 
been unable to stand the climate, and 
according to all accounts he is now in a 
bad fix. His case is only one of many. 
It is simply an inhuman outrage to send 
federal prisoners from the south to 
northern penitentiaries. Such a punish- 
ment in the case of the average south- 
erner practically changes a sentence for 
a shart term into a death sentence, a 


to. inflict in anything short’ of capital 
cases. 
In all the deep east of the Mississippi

‘penalty whieh the courts have no right. 


These 
might do very well for the northern 
states, but the much larger territory 
south of the Ohio is without a federal 
prison and all the federal convicts from 
that region have to be sent to a section 
where the climate means certain death 
to many of them, 

This powerful, prosperous and civil- 
ized government cannot afford to stick 
to this unjust and cruel policy. We must 
have no Siberia fn this country for the 
unfortunate offenders against our laws. 
The object of all imprisonment, short of 
life-time and very long terms, is to pun- 
ish and at the same time reform the 
prisoners. If its conditions are such as 
to cause death it is nothing less than 
legalized murder. 

It is contrary to common sense and 
humanity to take a man accustomed to 
the mild climate of our south Atlantic 
and gulf states and confine him in an 
Ohio or a New York prison. It is in- 
viting a strange and deadly climate to 
put a mar to death when the court has 
no power to impose such a sentence. 

We have protested against this un- 
necessary sacrifice of human life time 
and again, and we intend to agitate the 
matter until the government establishes 
one or more federal prisons in the south- 
ern states east of the Mississippi river. 
It is outrageously cruel to send men 
from mild southern climates to serve 
seniences in states where they would 
not be able to endure the winters, even 
if they surrounded themselves with all 
the comforts and luxuries of life. We 
believe that this will be the verdict of 
all just and Tuman people, and we feel 
satistied that when the matter is 
brought to their attention an overwhelm- 
ing number of good citizens north and 
south will join us in demanding one 
aud perhaps two federal prisons for the 
southeastern quarter of the union. 
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Shylock in Print. 

The Chicago Times-Herald, which 
Wanted to take little Mr. Eckels off the 
administration roost to expound the 
republican doctrine that Clevelandism 
represents in print, has some remarks 
about the south and cotton aud money. 
It is very mueh worried about the kind 
of money that the cotton planters are to 
receive for their crops, and gives voice 
to its distress as follows: : 

The south should have been the last part 
of the United States to depart from sound 
money. For generations it had to depend 
upon the exportation of cne of the products 
of its soil for its chief source of mainte- 
nance. Its peovle knew well in the past 
that only a currency internationally ace 
ceptable would have enabled it to make cot- 
ten izing.

The amount of gold 
that will purchase an ounce of silver is 
What the southern planter receives for 
ten pounds of cotton, less freight charges 
to market. By increasing the value of 
silver to 129 cents an ounce the south- 
ern farmers will be able to sell their av- 
erage crops of cotton for 10 or 12 cents 
a pound. So with other staple commodi- 
ties, and so, in a measurable degree, with 
all the products of human labor. Irom 
1865 to 1S78 the people had no eurreney 
“internationally aeceptable,” and yet, 
during that period, they sold their cotton 
at prices that enabled them to restore 
the prosperity they had lost in the war 
and to rebuild the waste places. 

The “international” scheme won't 
work. It was planned by the British 
Shylocks: to give their pauper laborers 
cheap food and clothes at the expense 
of the prosperity of the American peo- 
ple, and the scheme is indorsed by our 
native Shylocks because it enables them 
to collect two and three dollars where 
they have paid out one. The bondhold- 
ing class are at the bottom of the whole 
business. 

All this is so well understood by the 
people that we would advise Shylock to 
Keep out of print both in his own person 
and in the person of his agents.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


In the early part of this century it was 
not easy for the average American citi- 
zen to vote and hold office. Almost every- 
where the franchise was guarded not only 
by property, but by strict religious qualifi- 
cations. For instance, in New England 
ninety years ago a voter must have an an- 
nual income of £3 or a freehold estate 
worth £69 pounds. In New York seventy- 
five years ago he must be possessed of an 
éstate valued at £20 York money, or rent a 
house for which he paid 40 shillings annual- 
ly. In New Jersey the qualification was 


"£50. But many a man who could vote was 


hopelessly debarred from ever holding of- 
fice. In New York he must have more 
property than a mere voter to be eligible 
for the assembly, and still more to be 
eligible for the state senate. In Massachu- 
setts or in North Carolina to be a gover- 
nor. a citizen must own real estate worth 
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sal. It is doubtful if Thomas Jefferson 
could have held a state office in any of the 
commonwealths except Virginia and New 
York. In almost all the states the mem- 
bers of legislatures, the governor, and the 
chief administrative officers must _ be 
Christians; in many they must be Protest- 
ants; in two they were expressly required 
to believe in the inspiration of the Old and 
New Testament; in one they must believe 
in a future state of rewards and punish- 
ments, and in another in the doctrine of 
the Trinity. And yet under this system 
our early political parties were even more 
corrupt than they are at present. The good 
old times were not a whit better than 
ours. 


A Spanish mathematician has spent ten 
years in figuring out what proportion of 
our lives we really live, and has found that 
a man who dies at twenty lives only eight 
or nine years, and one who dies at thirty 
only fourteen or fifteen. For the first five 
years, for instance, he thinks that we have 
no knowledge of existence, and deducts 
43,8000 hours. Sleep he estimates at seven 
hours a day, which is low, and illness at 
one hour, which seems high. He agrees 
with the hymnist that “it is not all of life 
to live.” 


The Boston Post has the news that Ma- 
jor Alfred. R. Calhoun, editor and gen- 
eral manager of The Boston Standard, the 
American Protective Association daily, 
retired—and that other changes are pend- 
ing.

S. W. Corbin in a letter to The Richmond 
Dispatch says: “The trouble is not in over- 
production, or in the decrease in the real 
value of the product, or in a healthy de- 
mand therefor, but it is in the daily increas- 
ing purchasing power of gold. ft takes 
double the quantity of wheat and three times 
the number of horses to raise a given sum 
now to meet fixed obligations, taxes, etc., 
than it would have done ten years ago.

“The agricultural and laboring 
the most defenseless victims of an unsta- 
ble and depreciated currency, and all that 
Mr. Cleveland suggests as to the planters 
of, the south applies equally to the wheat 
growers of the west. To a farmer stagger- 
ing under a heavy mortgage there is some- 
thing seductive in the suggestion that by 
making fifty cents’ worth of silver a legal 
tender for a dollar his mortgage would be 
cut down one-half. He has no desire to re- 
pudiate an honest debt, but the silverite 
tries to convince him that his mortgage is 
not an honest debt.” 

For several years past I have been con- 
sidered a well-to-do farmer in this section, 
and have gotten along as well as any other 
farmer in my neighborhood, I keep posted on 
current events, read the newspapers, study 
public questions and have always farmed 
on scientific principles, 

About three years ago I determined to 
considerable improvement on my 
property and calculated that ahout $3,000 
would be required. I was out of debt, my 
farm was unencumbered and it was produc- 
ing from 75 to 100 bales of cotton every 
year. I always raised enough to “live at 
home” and to feed my srwck and hands. 
I did not buy western meat but produced 
for home consumption everything that a 
man or his stock needs in the way of food. 
Not doubting that I would have over and 
above the cost of living, at least twenty- 
five bales of cotton every year, I borrowed 
$2,000, giving three notes of $1,000 each to 
a well-known land investment corporation 
doing business in Georgia. The notes were 
to mature in one, two and three years, and 
calculating that I would get at least $40 
a bale for my cotton and that I would have 
twenty-five bales each year with which to 
pay these notes, I thought that there 
would be no trouble and that the improve- 
ments to be made would more than offset 
the loan. At the end of the first year I 
paid my first note of $1,000 and was gratified 
at such a good beginning. 

When my second note came due, however, 
after the establishment of the single gold 
standard, the price of cotton had gone down 
so low as to upset my calculation that my 
twenty-five bales would meet the note. Il 
had the twenty-five bales of cotton, Dut it 
not bring the 31,000, which 
at rf to 8 cents I rad been 
getting before that year. Nnot 
being able to pay the note I succeeeded in 
having it extended one year and held the 
twenty-five bales of cotton, thinking that 
prices would advance in another year. In 
the meantime I produced twenty-five more 
bales, over and above expenses, during the 
past year and when my two notes of $1,000 
each came due during the past winter I had 
fifty bales of cotton with which to meet 
them. When I borrdbwed the money these 
fifty bales of cotton would have paid both 
notes. Yet when the loan came due and I 
had to pay it with the saie of my cotton as 
calculated on I found, much to my perplex- 
ity and embarrassment, that the fifty bales 
of cotton instead of bringing $2,000 would 
yield me only $1,000,-for cotton onthe farm 
was selling at but about 4 cents a pound, a 
drop of nearly double in price in three 
years. I was ina dilemma. Yet what was 
I to do? I had made my calculation upon 
one basis and by legislative action the gov- 
ernment had changed that basis. I ‘had 
no more ready money with which to meet 
the note and I did not Know where to get 
it. The holder of the 
me and insisting upon payment. The result 
was that I had to sell a large part of my 
farm to meet the notes. For that part of 
my property which brought me only $1,000 
I was offered three years ago $2,000. Yet 
in the meantime the currency basis had 
been changed by the government and I 
found that the value of all my real estate 
as well as my farm products had gone 
down about half. 

Now, have I not clearly 
tim of discriminating legislation? Is it a 
sound currency which victimizes @ man 
after this fashion? My creditor lost noth- 
ing, but in three years I have seen the value 
of my farm products go down half and my 
farm is not worth today half what it was 
three years ago. 

The talk of the goldbug papers about the 
laboring men being in- 
terested in the maintenance of the single 
gold standard is worse than folly and if 
there is a farmer or a laboring man who 
has no more sense than to be misled by it 
he ought to apply for guardianship papers. 

The illustration I have given above will 
be borne out by thousands of farmers in 
Georgia who made loans on a close calcula- 
tion that it would take just so many bales 
of cotton to pay them and who, finding 
when their loans came due that it would re- 
quire twice as many bales of cotton to meet 
their obligations, have seen their property 
forced to the block and many of whom have 
been left in destitute circumstances. 

Talk about a fluctuating currency—the 
gold standard has given us the most pa. 
thetic lesson of unstability that has ever 
been taught a civilized people, and if we 
do not unite to b@eak its demoralization and 
destructive force we do not deserve to be 
called free Americans.

TALK OF THE TOWN. 


The Constitution is in receipt of a nume- 
ber of letters from different parts of Geor- 
gia, referring to a statement attributed 
to State School] Commissioner Glenn to the 
effect that the county school commissioners 
of all the counties of the state except two 
rad declined to take their prorata of the 
school fund for the first quarter of this 
year in silVer. These letters indicate that 
there is an effort on the part of the single 
gold standard advocates to use this state- 
ment as an argument against the restora- 
tion of silver tg its place as primary money, 
Several of the letters are from county 
school commissioners who say that no such 
Proposition was made them. Yesterday 
Professor Glenn was asked about the re- 
marks attributed to him. 

“I have not seen the interview in ques- 
ticn,”’ he said, “‘but I judge that the news- 
papers have endeavored to use my state- 
ments concerning a mere physical fact as 
if it had a bearing on the financial question. 
Of course the editors of these papers will 
hot claim that it has in any way. The 
question is simply one of bulk and nothing 
else in the world. I did write to a number 
of them, as an Atlanta bank had a good deal 
of silver which it wanted to get into cir- 
culation through the regular channels, It 
is true that but two of those to whom I 
wrote agreed to take the silver, But the 
reason is apparent. Many of them wrote 
that while they were strong silver men in 
this financia] discussion, they would prefer 
to have their money in such quantities in 
more convenient form for handling. Each 
county’s share was from $4,000 to $10,000, 
They were perfectly willing to take silver 
certificates, identically the same thing, but 
not having a safe or other facilities they 
preferred bills.

Judze Emory Speer Speaks. 

The speaker of the evening was Judge 
Emory Speer, of (ie United States cuurt in 
Macon. 

Being one of the most gifted orators 
whoSe voice has ever charmed the people 
of Georgia much was expected. Nobody 
was disappointed. Judge Speer’s speech 
Was a most delightful treat both in point of 
logical deduction and elgquent finish. He 
traced the history of southern manufact- 
urers through the ante-bellum days and 
since the trying days of the devastating 
conflict. He denied the fallacious [fancies 
of the people of other sections that the 
southern producer was ever a lordly baron. 
He defended southern manhood and south- 
ern womanhood of the ante-bellum days. 

Closing he touched upon the adversities 
the manufacturers have to encounter and 
named chief among them the lawye: who 
stirs up suits on the contingent fee sys- 
tem. 

Along this line he said: 

“You want judges who can devote their 
attention to your business, to the business 
of the communities, without the harrass- 
ment that comes to every man to whom is 
accorded a meager support, which will keep 
his family in a condition of decent penury. 
The bill collector should never cast his 
exasperating shadow in the doorway of the 
temple of justice. The judges of the su- 
perior courts—courts of general jurisdic- 
tion of the highest and gravest impor- 
portance—gentlemen whose entire time is 
occupied with the duties of their offices, 
are accorded by the public a contemptible 
salary scarcely equal to the pay of a po- 
liceman. Two thousand dollars a year is 
this miserable pittance, and there is not.a 
man in Georgia whose learning and capac- 
ity fit him for judicial life who cannot earn 
twice as much by the practice of his pro- 
fession. It is true that gentlemen who 
have accumulated means can afford to ac- 
cept the station, not for its emoluments, 
but for its dignities. I am not so much 
concerned about the judges, however, as I 
am about the people. There is not a sta- 
tion under your government which requires 
a higher order of talent than the judge- 
ship of a superior court. It requires not 
only judicial but administrative ability of 
mind, a mind whose sense of order and de- 
cency Will command decorum in the court- 
room, whose quickness of perception will 
enable him to distinguish the right from the 
wrong of every question, no matter how in- 
tricate; whose retentive memory will ena- 
ble him to bear in mind the evidence, no 
matter how complex and voluminous; whose 
learning and whose Knowledge of the law 
will enable him to recall at once its great 
controlling principles and view the evi- 
dence in appropriate connection therewith; 
who will reach a just and accurate conclue 
sion as to the rights of the parties and 
whose clearness and effectiveness of dic- 
tion will enable him to present the issues 
correctly to the intelligences of a jury 
in crder that they may be enabled to form 
a correct verdict. Such men are rare and 
they shoulg:be well paid. Since, moreover, 
it is true that there is no station with a 
larger responsibility, the judgeship should 
be filled by men who are willing to hold it, 
and who, therefore, will super add to their 
talents those advantages whicn come from 
experience. Every people who have an 
adequate conception of the importance of 
the judicial statiqn give to their judges 
an adequate salary and a tenure of office 
which will mske the position at once a re- 
ward for distinguished services at the 
bar, the means of comfortable support, 
while it is held, and a guarantee against 
the vicissitudes of the near future. My own 
opinion is that the judges of weorgia 
should have a much lenger term and a 
much higher salary. And, gentlemen, if 
you desire your interests to be certainly 
and absolutely protected, the sooner you 
bring your moral and political influence to 
bear in that direction, the sooner you 
will be more certainly assured of that 
regult. In what I have said I mean no 
refiection on the distinguished body of 
gentlemen who now occupy these ele- 
vated ‘stations, yet I speak truths which 
are obvious to the mind of every intelli- 
gent man in the state. 

“Arother tepic in which the manufactur- 
ing and other ¢orporations and indeed the 
people generally are vitally interested in 
is the wenderful mcdern growth of the 
contingent fee to the attorney and the 
rot less abnormal allowance of compensa- 
tion for placing insolvent or distressed 
concerns in the hands of a receiver. 

“These are evils of the gravest magni- 
tude, and they should be, in my judgment 
the object of immediate repressive legisla. 
tion. They are matters in which such or- 
ganizations as those you represent are 
directly and- vitally concerned. All the 
traditions of the law are against them 
both. In the English practice the counsel. 
or or barrister who has the honor of ad- 
dressing the court is not permitted to 
make a contract for a fee. His compen. 
sation is an honorarium. The man he ants

Mr. Clark Howell Speaks. 

The next speech of the evening was from 
Mr, Clark Howell. 

Mr. Howell spoke quite at length upon 
the great benefits to be derived from the 
movement that has been started among 
the manufacturers of the south to upbuild 
their industries. He pledged the hearty ap- 
proval of The Constitution of anything that 
would tend to the @evelopment of the in- 
dustrial interests, and bespoke for the press 
of the entire state to this end. He saia 
this movement. ought to be carried to its 
speediest end, He predicted in it the liber=- 
ation from commercial thraldom the people 
of the south. It meant that the people of 
the south at last were going to live at 


home. 
He showed how another national power, 


Great Britain, is sending $17,vvu,vu0 of ex- 
ports to Japan, $14,000,000 of which, is cot- 
ton—thus giving Liverpool the power (90 
set the price on our own stapie when We 
could do it from our own homes. 

He said that he was glad the suuth has at 
last turned its attention to these things. 
He dwelt quite extensively in statistics 
showing how the, svuthern states’ taxable 
values have decreased, while those of the 
nerthern states have ‘not. 

Closing, he said: ‘‘But I tell you people 
you may pile up your manufacturing prod- 
ucts as high as our mountains themselves 
and yet, until you have a liberal circulation 
of currency (applause) youn will never reap 
the benefits of your labor. In the language 
of Napoleon, what you need to carry on the 
war of commerce is money, more money 
and much more money. (Applause.) 1 hail 
the organization of a lot of thrifty busi- 
ness men and manufacturers who have de- 
termined to upbuild their industries, pare- 
ticularly the upbuilding of the state.” 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Baldwin on Railways. 

Mr. W. H. Baldwin, third vice president 
of the Southern railway, was to respond to 
the toast, “Railways An Aid to Manufac- 
turers.”’ 

He made a happy speech and a great hit. 
He showed that the railroads were not 
only an. aid to the factories of the land, 
but a necessity. He said the railroads and 
the manufacturers and the agricultural 
people have interests more in common 
than all the classes on earth. 

He said the railroads were the arteries of 
the country’s constitution, just as the veins 
of the human system, and supplied the 
nutrition, the fresh blood that supports the 
general make-up. He spoke in behalf of 
the country’s railways and declared that 
they had ever been and will ever be ready 
to respond to the demands of the manu- 
facturing and agricultural interests of the 
country. 

Mr. Richardson Talks on the South. 

Mr. Henry Richardson, ,editor of The 
Jougnal, was the next speaker ani he made 
a ringing speech about the possibilities of 
the south. 

He showed that this section was the com- 
ing secticn of the country and predicted 
that the day was not far distant when the 
scuthern states would be supreme in the 
matter of manufacturing the raw materials 
for which it was so celebrated «Ss au puses- 
sor rich and powerful. 

His utterances were well 
much applause was given the silver-tongued 
orator, who is always so fertile in such 
sentiments concerning the future of this 
favored section. 

Major Hanson's Speech. 

Major J. f.. Hanson, of Macon, was next 
called on by Mr. Amorous, toastmaster, 
and he made a forceful speech, telling why 
the south has remained poor in the nan- 
ner of industria] development. 

He said that owing to his politics he had 
never felt at liberty to talk much wbout 
the reasons for the south’s poverty, being 
of republican faith as to matters of na- 
tional prosperity, but he thought every 
one would agree with him that what has 
made the north so rich and powerfui would 
make the south if the southern mauufact- 
urers would unite and use it to their ad- 
vantage—moderate protection of infantile 
industries. 

This sentiment was applauded. 

Major Hanson went into statisiics and 
figures to show how the south could be- 
come the richest section of the country in 
the development of its industries end its 
manufacturing interests. He .old why it is 
that many of the souths’ great marufact- 
uring enterprises are today clouded with 
discouragement and debt. He bespoke bet- 
ter times in the future if the manufactur- 
ers would be a little more determined to 
make of ther industries what they ought 
to be for the good of their respective com- 
munities. 

A Grand Wind-Up by J. W. Robertson 

Everybody present expected that Colonel 
J. W. Robertson would make one of the 
greatest speeches of the evening, and they 
were not in the slightest disappointed. 

Colonel Robertson is one of the leading 
manufacturets of the state, one of the 
most progressive, one of the most success- 
ful. He is at the same time one of the 
leading statesmen of Georgia, broad-mind- 
ed and full of depth of thought and broad- 
ness of intellect, and if distinguished in 
Georgia for any one political faith nore 
than another surely for his leadership in 
the ranks of the hordes and legions of 
Georgians who believe that bimetallism is 
the hope of the southern country and for 
the union of states. 

It may be that for these reasons he was 
applauded so enthusiastically and with 
such warm expectation when he was intro- 
duced and before he uttered a single word. 

Colonel Robertson lost yo time in ap- 
proaching the political side of his speech 
bearing upon the currency question. He 
said that England had dictated to ti‘s 
country too tong the policy of tts financial 
system. 

This caught the applause of the crowd 
present. 

‘A little old island of trifling dimen- 
sfons,”’ he said, “England has absolutely 
controlled us when it comes to financial 
matters and commercial relations. It is 
time to put an end to it. (Applause.) One 
hundred years ago our fathers declared 
themselves free and independent of Eng- 
land and England’s selfish. policy, and yet 
we find their sons and grandsons and great 
grandsons today bowing down and paying 
their richest tribute to England’s power. 
Now, my feltow countrymen, we whipped 
her once, and we can whip her again and 
triumph in our freedom of financial rela- 
tions with the world once more. (Tumul- 
tuous cheering.) “sd 

“England has a selfish policy, She will 
make war upon the innocent African to 
clothe him with a shirt. (Great applause.) 
And yet suppose England were sunk tomor- 
row by the good God of us all many fath- 
oms in the sea. How long would we feel 
her loss? Why, we would forget it in a 
year, (Cheers.) It is all a fallacy. We can 
do without England. We are independent 
and ought to act so.’’ 

Here Colonel Robertson went into figures 
and statistics, He showed how great were 
our imports from England and foreign 
countries in 1893 for five months, and show- 
ed what a great increase they were over 
the imports for the same months a year

Suit Was Began Yesterday Against 
Captain J. W. English. 


THE PROPERTY IS NOW VERY VALUABLE 


It Has Three Frontages on Toree Differ- 
ent Streets—The Suit Is Based 
on a Will. 


Three suits, all pertaining to an exten- 
sive block of property comprising the 
Stewart and Bowden stables, Barclay & 
Co.’s place of business and the office of 
the Chattahoochee Brick Company, were 
filed yesterday against Captain J. W. Eng- 
lish, and others by Singleton E. Archer, of 
Johrson county, Texas, through bis attor- 
neys, J. A. Hunt and Goodwin & West- 
moreland. 

The suit is based upon a will which the 
plaintiff says only gave to those who sold 
the property a life-interest in it, and that, 
therefore, the title rests in the grandchil- 
dren of Washington E. Archer, whose chil- 
dren sold the property. 

The suits are directed against Captain J. 
W. English in each instance, and there 
are three suits that the firms occupying 
the prcperty can be brought into litiga- 
tion. The first one is that against Captain 
J. W. English and the Chattahoochee 
Lrick Company. This refers to the property 
as a portion of lot 6, in block 5, and as be- 
ing 150 feet from the northeast corner of 
Broad and Alabama streets, and twenty-five 
feet wide. It is alleged that the rent de- 
rived from this property is $1,800, and it is 
claimed that the defendants have refused to 
turn over to the plaintiff the property in 
question. 

The second suit refers to the property 
now occupied by Stewart & Bowden's sta- 


bles. This property fronts on Alabama 
Street, and on Forsyth street, also, The 


allegation is made that the plaintiff is kept — 


out of the rentals and alleges that $3,000. 
per year is the income enjoyed by Captain 
English. This property is L shaped, and 
runs back of the building occupied by Bar- 
clay & Co. 

The third suit takes up the Barcliy & 


|. Johnson property, and claims that the rente 


als from that amount to $1,200 a year. This 
property is situated next to The Constitu- 
tion building. 

The whole amount sought to be recovered 
includes the property and the value of the 
rentals since the property left the owner- 
ship of Washington E. Archer’s cnildren, 
This would run the total up to something 
like $200,000. 

The will upon which the suit is based is 
interpreted by the attorneys for the plaint- 
iff to have simply given Thomas B. Archer, 
John Archer and Mrs. Anne Dill a life-in- 
terest in the property. It is upon this will 
that the fight over the property will hinge. 
If the court holds that the will gave the 
children the right to sell the property, then 
the case is virtually destroyed as the title 
would seem to be good. 

The property. was sold by the heirs of 
Washington E. Archer to Wooten, Solomon 
and Taylor. They then sold the property 
to Captain James W. English for $2,200.

New York, May 8.—By private wire to 
a. C, Knox, manager.—Everybody -is 
awaiting the government report on Fri- 
day before investing deeply on either side 
of the market. Today there were reports 
of rain in the southwest and also in Mis. 
Sissippi, while the precipitation was also 
rather heavy in some sections of Georgia 
and South Carolina. Still the weekly 
government report, published today, was 
on the whole favorable, though it states 
that dry weather is needed in central 
Texas. Liverpool was 1% to 1 point higher 
and closed steady with spot sales of only 
8,000 bales at urmchanged prices. Man- 
cnester was anything but encouraging to- 
day. The April exports of yarn, however. 
were 32,000,000 pounds, against 19,378,000 for 
the same month last year, and the total 
since January 1st is 12,000,000 pounds iarger 
than for a like period last vear. On the 
other hand the cloth exports thus far 
this year show considerable falline off. 
But. the foreign news cut no figure in 
speculdtion today. Little except the frorth- 
coming bureau report was talked about. 
Some claim that it is’ likely to be bullish 
and even go so far as to predict an esti. 
mated decrease in acreage of 15 per cent. 
Others consider this extravagant. Still 
there was some demand to cover today 
and prices at one time were 2 to 3. points 
higher. The market closed quiet and 
steady at a net advance of 1 to 2 potnte, 
New Orleans encouraged the bulls a little 
with an advance of 4 to 5 points. In the 
main it was a small board room market 
pending further developments in regard to 
the crop anc the acreage. The New Or- 
leans receipts tomorrow are estimated at 
2,000 to 3,000, against 281 last week and 757 
jast year. In Manchester yarns were 4u'l, 
cloths quiet. The port receipts were 4,199 
against 6,100 last week and 3.694 last year. 
The exports were 4,53t to Great Britain. 
The southern markets were generally quiet 
and unchanged. Memphis received 122 
bales, against 147 th's day last week and 
57 last year, and Houston 407, against 513. 
There is not likely to be any very large 
trading or any very sharp change in 
the other until the 
bureau report is announced here on Fri- 
day.

The Manchester Market. 

Manchester, May 8.—The Guardian, in 
its commercial article, says: ‘“‘Actual busi- 
ness has been unsatisfactory, and in east- 
ern sections abnormally quiet. Producers 
are becoming anxious at the absence of 
acceptable offers, and there is no _ sign 
that the Indian markets will be aroused 
before the. beginning of the monsoon in 
June.

On the de- 
cline, however, the good buying noted the 
past week or sO Was again apparent, and 
the market rapidly advanced a .full cent per 
bushel. During the latter part of the ses- 
sion prices eased off on sales by holders 
about %c per bushel. ‘the good export de- 
mand, hight stocks and the general impres- 
sion that continental houses have been 
buyers of late, together with general cov- 
ering on ‘the part of shorts, seem to be the 
causes of the advance. The movement to- 
ward the seashore during the past fort- 
night has been quite heavy, as will be seen 
by the large receipts at Boston and other 
seaport points. The weather seems to be 
generally favorable for the new crop, but 
is having little or no influence on the 
trade. Sample and carlots were reported 
about lec higher. 

Wheat opened quite firm on higher cables 
and the Missouri state crop report, which 
was bullish. Prices, however, did not hold, 
a decline of %c being almost instantly re- 
corded. The strength in corn caused a 
firmer feeling, as did also some buying or- 
ders from New York, and values regained 
their loss, selling about \4c higher. During 
the latter part of the session the feeling 
again became weak, the market declining 
lc per bushel, due largely to the drop of 
the Northwestern markets. which were in- 
clined to be weak all the session. Another 
cargo of wheat was reported as being scld 
to Toledo. Berlin wheat, which yesterday 
was reported 1 to 14, marks higher, was 
today % to % mark lower, while Paris 
showed a gain of 10@30 centimes against 
a decline yesterday. Although the volume 
of trade has not been large, it looks as if 
most of the selling was done by elevator 
concerns and holders. 

Provisions were quite buoyant, largely on 
the strength of corn, which brought buying 
orders. Offerings have been light. The 
market acts as though it had touched bot- 
ton perhaps for several months.

They 
have formed a state manufacturers’ asso-

» gtate for years to come, 
et the second day’s session of the 
State Manufacturers’ Convention was call- 
ed to order yesterday, according to the spe- 
cial order of the day arranged at the pre- 
vious day’s session, President Charles Col- 
lier, of the exposition company, was in- 
vited to appear before the convention and 
‘state what the exposition authorities would 
be willing to do in the way of aiding in 
the proposition to have a manufacturers 
exhibit illustrating the industrial enter- 
prises of the state and their great scope of 
development, 

Major J. F. Hanson, of Macon, introduced 
a resolution declaring the sense of the con- 
vention to be favorable to the construction 
01 a building on the grounds on the part of 
the manufacturers and filling it with at- 
tractive displays from the various mills and 
factories of those who might take space in 


the building. 
It was while this resolution was pending 


that Mr. Collier appeared in the hall and 4 


was called upon for a speech, 

Mr. Collier said: 

“I am glad to come face to face with the 
manufacturers of Georgia on a question 
that so directly concerns our industrial in- 
terests. It is the boast of Atlanta—and 1 
am glad to see So many Atlanta manufac- 
turers here—that we lead the state in man- 
ufacturing enterprises; but I want to tell 
you tnat great as our enterprises may be 
there has been practically no effort made 
to have them set forth their work at the 
forthcoming exposition to be held right here 
at home. I believe that it is not yet too 
late for the Georgia manufacturers to get 
together and have a creditable display at 
the exposition, I am sure that it will be 
greatly to their advantage if they will. 
There could be no such opportunity offered 
them as we have put ourselves in position 
to offer now through the Cotton States and 
International exposition to advertise their 
interests to the world and show with pride 
what the industrial side of this old state 
{s doing and what we all can do.

‘ “Tn this connection, !et me vive you some 
facts about the exposition that will amaze 
you. We call this an exposition to iilus- 
trate the enterprise and development of 
the industrial south, Why, my friends, 
there seems to be ten times the interest 
manifested in the exhibit privilege depart- 
ment among northern manufacturers that 
there is among those of the south, and you 
will open your cyes in astonishment when 
I tell you that there aro more exhibits from 
the city of Cincinnati alone than from the 
entire south, 

“This is a reproach upon our boasted en- 
terprise, and | am sure the manufacturers 
of Georgia will not allow it to stand that 
way.” ({Applause.)

Colonel James W. Robertson made a 
speech fui] of wit and humor and serious 
thought upon the situation. He said he 
wanted to show tq the hordes of northern 
manufacturers who would be here what the 
state of Georgia has done. He said he 
wanted to do thig because he would take 
pride in saying to them, ‘“‘We have done this 
and done it in thirty years, for not longer 
ago than that this state was a field of 
‘smoking ruins.”’ He caught the attention of 
the manufacturers along this line and held 
it from beginning to end, 

It was unanmiously agreed to start the 
ball moving on the spot for the manufac- 
turers’ building and exhibit und more than 
6,000 square feet of space was engaged at the 
estimated cost of 50 cents per square foot, 
meaning in hard cash more than $3,000, 

This work will be continued among the 
manufacturers in all parts of the state, and 
it is safe to estimate that within the next 
thirty days there will be a great number of 
manufacturers on the list, and that tho 
state manufacturers’ exhibit will be assur- 
ed beyond the remotest possibility of a 
doubt.

Major Hanson, newly elected president, 
was escorted to the chair and made a stir- 
ring speech outlining the work befere the 
manufacturers’ association as he conccived 
it.

Work for the Exposition. 

This resolution was closely followed up 
by another along the same line by L. W. 
Haskell, of Savannah, as follows: 

‘Resolved, That when the standing and 
special committees have been appointed it 
shall be the special duty of the ranking 
member in each town to call together the 
manufacturers of the. locality, to enlist 
membership and solicit floor space for. the 
manufacturers’ building and report not 
later than June Ist.’”’ 

As to the National Association. 

The Georgia Manufacturers’ Association 
will co-operate with the National Manufact- 
urers’ Association and will begin the rela- 
tions at once, according to the resolution 
introduced by Mr. Harry Schlessinger and 
adopted, as follows: ‘ 

“Whereas, One of the principles of the 
basis of this association is that it shall 
co-operate with the National Association of 
Manufecturers Inits effort to broaden our 
markets; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That this association telegraph 
its application for membership in the Na- 
tionl Association of Manufacturers.”’

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AT A FLASH 
Lightning Takes in Three Laborers Daring 
the Thunder Storm. 


ONE MAN IS SERIOUSLY INJURED 


The Others Are Hurled tothe Ground and 
Picked Up Unconscious—Anoteer 
Freak 0: the Storm. 


During the heavy storm yesterday morn- 
ing a bolt of lightning found its way in 
the direction*of Thurman street, near the 
city limits, shot dOoWn on an_— unfinished 
building and sent three laborers to the 
Bround stunned and bleeding, 

Henry Polk, a cologed carpenter, was seri- 
ously and perhaps fatally injured. When 
he recovered consciousness jt was found 
that his right side was paralyzed, und he 
was severely injured in the head from the 
fall. His companions were also badly 
dazed. 

It was nearly 12 o'clock when the May 
Shower, which had been dallying all the 
morning, began to get to work ™ earnest 
and calied up several ominous clouds that 
had been lowering ‘about the horizon. Vivid 
flashes of lightning began to dart threaten- 
ingly across the sky and the black elouds 
rushed up- and grewled ferociously. 

The warning wae not heeded by the 
three men who Were at work upon the 
house of Joseph Lambert, superintendent 
of the gas works. During the heavy down- 
pour they still continued to pile up tbe lum- 
ber and make preparations for putting up 
the building. 

They were working steadily when the 
flash came. All three were sent headlong 
to the ground. A white man by the name 
of Johnson was in the act of handing up 
a piece of lumber to Henry Collier, whos 
was standing some distance from the 
ground on a beam which had just been 
erected. Johnson dropped the beam, which 
fell back in his face as he keeled to the 
ground and curled up in agony. Henry 
Collier, who was in a stooping positiou, 
was hurled through the scaffolding limp 
and lifeless. In the fall he must have 
Struck his head in some way as.it was 
bieeding profusely when he was discovered. 

The three men wete unconscious and tre- 
mained there for Some minutes before the 
recovery of the white man. As soon as 
consciousness returned he began to call for 
help as he found that it was impossible to 
walk, Soon afterwards Collier revived and 
added his ululations to the cry for help. 

It was heard by Mr. John Heyback, who 
had sought refuge from the storm under a 
house some distance away. He ran to the 
place as quick as possible. By this time 
the two men were revived sutiiaiently to 
Set up, and the tnree sought Polk, who 
was found etill in an unconscious condi- 
tion in the rear of the house, 

He was dragged out and the men began 
to rub him vigorously. Others came up and 
Stimulants were poured down him. Dr. 
Shaw was called. wrolk’s right side seemed 
paralyzed, and the hurt in the head was 
bad. 

The hospital ambulance was telephoned 
for. It carried the men to their respe-tive 
homes. Polk is considered seriously injur- 
ed, and the result cannot yet be told detin- 
itely. 

Another Freak of Lightning. 

The occupants of a large house adjacent 
to the residence of Scott Sewers, on Mari- 
etta street, where the little children died 
So suddenly Sunday night, were terrified 
by the attempt of the electric power to take 
the roof of their dwelling away. 

The house is occupied by T. Arnold, and 
is used for boarding ;purposes. The light- 
ning, Starting at. one corner of the 
roof, scattered the shingles and rattled the 
timbers in such a Way that the people in- 
side thought that the time had come for 
their departure from this corner of the unil- 
ve.se. Fortunately it did not catch fire, 
and the damage was slight.

Mrs. J. EF. McClelland Is Quite III 
at Her Home. 

Mrs. J. F. McClelland, widow of the late 
Rev. J. F. MeClelland, is dangerously ill 
at her home in Stone Mountain. 

Her three sons, who are connected with 
the J. M. High Company, were called 
home yesterday by wire to her bedside. 
Mra. McClelland was in good health when 


soon after their departure she was seized 
with a congestion of the brain and a par- 
tial paralysis which place her in a precari- 
ous condition,

ever, entertain some hopes of her recovery, 
and are watching constantly at the bedsids 
of the good lady. Every attention possi- 
ble in being given her, and every che 
who knows her is anxious for her recovery.

There will be a meeting of the concessions 
committee in Mr. Felder’s office this after- 
noon, at which the many applications for 
privileges and concessions now pending be- 
fore the committee will be disposed of. 

On Publicity and Promotions. 

The committee on publicity and promotion 
met in the office of the chief of publicity 
and promotion yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Collier presided, and there were present 
Messrs, HowelN, Palmer, Cosgrove and 
Adier, and the secretary. The secretary 
of the committee brought up the matter of 
billing the exposition in cities throughout 


‘the country and stated that a lithographer 


of Cincinnati was in the city and had pre- 
sented an estimate as to the cost of this 
work. The lithographer in question appear- 
ed before the committee and explained the 
matter in detail, answering questions as to 
the cost of paper, cost of posting in 212 of 
the principal cities from 15,000 population 
up throughout the country and in 220 of the 
smaller towns of the southern states. He 
submitted the proposition to do this work 
and to do the posting, which was filed for 


future reference, and the secretary was re-— 


quested to get similar propositions from 
other firms of like character. 
Distribution of Lithographs. 

The matter of. distributing lithographs 
came up, and the secretary submitted prop- 
ositions from a number of persons who 
wished, to do this work, traveling through 
the southern states on salary with ex- 
penses paid and transportation furnishea. 
After discussion it was decided that this 
matter of distribution by traveling agents 
be deferred until it could be ascertained to 
what extent this work could be effected 
through the railroads and post masters. 

The secretary submitted a proposition of 
the Southern Steamship and Hotel Advertis- 
ing Company to distribute folders and 
hangers at that company’s stations in the 
southern states, replenishing their cases 
with folders every morning and continuing 
thie service until the opening of the exposi- 
tion. On motion of Mr, Collier, seconded 
by Mr. Palmer, it was resolved that this 
proposition be accepted. 

Mr. Howell suggested that circular let- 
ters be sent to all postmasters in the south- 
ern states, asking whether they would put 
up lithographs in conspicuous places in the 
postoffice lobbies, Mr. Adler suggested that 
the general passenger agents of the rail.

NO ROOF ON THE REAR EXTENSION 


She Postoffice Building Was Undergoing 
Repairs—No Serious Damage Was 
Caused by the Rain Storm. 


Uncle Sam's mail received a_ severe 
drenching yesterday morning, and for quite 
a while during the forenoon it looked as 
if the rainstorm would carry off the 
rear extension of the custom house build. 
ing. 

The prompt action @f the mail clérks fn 
removing the letters and packages that 
were piled up 6n the tables prevented the 
damage from being as great as it might 
have been under different circumstances. 
Having removed the day’s mail, which 
was only moistened by the dripping of the 
clouds, the mail clerks looked on in 
astonishment as the fury of the storm 
continued and the rain beat heavily upon 
the roof. 

“It never rains but it pours,” said Post- 
master Fox, “and it always rains at the 
wrong time.”’ 

As he delivered himself of this last re- 
mark he looked regretfully at the ceiling 
of the long room, from which the rain 
drops were slowly dripping. 

A few days ago the metallic roof on the 
rear extension of the building was re 
moved for the purpose of being repaired. 
The roof was worn in a good many places 
and it was thought best, before another 
Shower came up, to remove the copper 
dining—while the good weather lasted— 
and put a more substantial roof in its 
»psace. The work of removing the copper 
sheets commenced on last Monday. Jn 
large, heavy rolls the metal was collected 


Pand piled.up on the ground in the rear of 


the custom house. Under a clear blue sky 
the building was left exposed to the 
weather with nothing but the inner ceil- 
ing to protect the mail from the rain. 

No one thought of a storm and every- 
thing seemed to be working well until 
yesterday morning. As soon as it com. 
menced to rain the mail clerks began to 
remove the exposed packages in order to 
prevent the possibility of damage. They 
had scarcely commenced their operations 
when it began to pour in good earnest 
and it looked as if the flood gates were 
tnrown open as far as they could swing. 

As soon as the rain was over the work 
of putting on a new roof was started. The 
carpenters plied away with saw and ham- 
mer and before night set In the wuilding 
was roofed. 

No one is to blame for this narrow 
escape. It was not the fault of thé post- 
master, as the old roof needed repairing, 
and it Was necessary to begin the work 
w:thout delay. 

The damage was too slight to amount to 
anyth:ng in summing up the expenses of 
the day at the custom house and the only 
Setback caused by the shower was the 
delay of an hour or so in getting the mail 
into dry quarters.

P, M. Thomas, of Florida, Pleaded Guilty 
to Forgery. 


HE WAS PROMPTLY SENTENCED 


It Seems That Thomas Was at One Time 
Found To Be Insane—He Has 
Wealthy Parents. 


P. M. Thomas, the young man who was 
arrested about a month ago on the charge 
of forgery, pleaded guilty yesterday morn'ng 
before Judye Richard Clark and was sen- 
tenced to three years in the penitentiary.

An Interview with Mr. E. Van Winkle 
Big Profits on Materials Made from 
Delinted Cotton Seed. 


Atlanta is claiming the attention of cap- 
italists from all parts cf the country just 
now. In yesterday's paper mention Was 
made of*the probable organization of a 
large company for the purpose of handling 
cotton seed both in this country and in 
foreign countries. 

Mr. E. Van Winkle, who is chief authori- 
in the United States on all kinds of 
machinery vertaining to cotton and the 
cotton seed industry, was seen yesterday 
by The Constitution man at his office on 
Marietta street. 

“Yes,” said he, “I have carefully . ex- 
amined the precess for delinting cotton seed 
and unhesitetingly pronounce it as usetul 
in its special line of work as the machine 
that Eli Whitney invented for the purpose 
of ginning cotton. It will, in my opinion, 
revolutionize the cotton seed oil business 
to a large extent. I have already con- 
structed one of the machines and it has 
more than met my expectations in every 
point. It takes all of the lint from the 
seed, leaving it black and clean. 

*‘Heretofore,’’ continued Mr. Van Winkle, 
“it has been impossible to ship seed across 
the water, for the reason that the lint 
makes the seed go through a sweat which 
proves very irjurious to it. The e- 
linted seed can be shipped anywhere and 
will find its way especially to the manu- 
facturing towns of Europe.” 

“What effect will the delinting of the 
cotton seed have upon the cotton seed oil 
business?” 

“A very beneficial effect,” said Mr. Van 
Winkle. “The people in this country who 
own cotton seed, after it is shipped 
to Liverpool and London, will receive about 
$25 per ton for it. You know what the 
Seed is worth per ton delivered in any of 
our port cities. Making the very lowest 
calculation, I find that after deducting 
expenses there is from $5 to $8 per ton 
profit on all delinted seed sent to Liverpool. 
and by the aid of this new machinery 
thousands of tons will go there annually. 

“‘Another souree of profit is the quantity 
and character of the meal made from the 
delinted seed. Instead of making an av- 
erage of 749 pounds of meal from a ton of 
cotton seed, we can make from 1,406 to 1,506 
rounds and not reduce the present average 
yield in oil.’’ 

“This being the case,” said The Constt- 
tution representative, “it would seem that 
all the oil mills in the country would be 
glad to buy this machinery.”
